(Details) 

The invention described in the Scope of Patent Claims of 
this application contains an optical viewfinder for reducing 
the consumption of electricity and it is an information 
terminal that can also be used as a portable camera 
connected by a pair of cases that are connected by a hinge 
part in order to make it foldable. 

If we compare the cited invention (Korea Published Patent 
Announcement 1999-24567; Published April 6, 1999) 
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which is a digital camera device that can also be used as a 
mobile phone with the invention of this application, the 
purposes of the invention of this application and the cited 
invention are the same in that they both intend to improve 
the convenient handling and portability of a terminal used 
also as a camera. 

As for the configuration, the invention of this application 
and the cited invention are similar in that they both use a 
hinge to connect a pair of cases. However, a distinctive 
feature of this application is that it has a separate 
viewfinder in order to reduce electricity consumption. 
However, when considering the trend of cameras and 
camcorders that widely use liquid display devices instead 
of viewfinders and the continuous increase in battery 
recharging ability, the addition of a separate viewfinder to 
reduce the consumption of electricity increases the number 
of parts and complexity of the structure with the addition 
of an unnecessary part, and it is thought that this reduces 
the achievement of proper and convenient handling which 
is one of the objectives of the invention of this application. 
Also, the effect of reducing the consumption of electricity 
by having a viewfinder cannot be thought of as being 
significant within a predictable range by a person in the 
same field. Therefore, it is thought that the invention of 
this application can be easily configured through simple 
design changes from the cited invention by a person in the 
same field.
